T.B. Cases in Shire 


Following Dr. J. Leyden’s 
report to council last month 
that nine cases of tubercu- 
losis had been reported in the, 
Altona Shire during 1963, the 
council called for a fuller re- 
port on the cases. a] 

At the last meeting of coun- 
ceil Mr. J. Mellors reported 
all of the cases with the ex- 
ception of one were over 30 
years of age. This high in- 
cidence of TB in persons over 
the age group of 33 years has 
been remarked on by the Com- 
mission of Public Health.

Bureau. 

When a TB case is de- 
tected it is reported to the 
State Health Department and 
the TB Branch, The TB 
Bureau then takes’ in hand 
the matter of treatment in- 
cluding immediate treatment 
and after care when dis- 
charged irom a hospital.

Six residents of Curlew 
Avenue, Altona, successfully 
objected to the proposal fo 
instal underground drains in 
front of their properties. They 
claimed it would be no bene- 
fit to them as drainage from 
their houses leads to the ease- 
ment at the rear of their 
properties. 


Altona Shire Council agreed 
to modify the scheme which 
included underground drains 
and footpaths in Curlew Ave- 
nue and other nearby streets. 

The scheme will be modi- 
fied by providing a drain at 
the rear of the six properties 
concerned in lieu of the orig- 
jnally proposed drain in front 
of the properties. The rest 
of the scheme will remain 
unaltered and the estimated 
cost will be the same.

It was necessary to move 
rapidly with this subway in 
view of the road construction 
work in the vicinity. 
Approval has also been giv- 
en for a subway in Miller’s 
Road near Seaholme State 
School. 
A letter from Mr. G. R. 
Crick, M.L.A., expressed his 
appreciation of the action of 
the Shire Council for the pro- 
vision of these safety subways 
for children and adults, 
Extracts from his letter are: 
“Tt pleases me greatly to 
know that a Municipal Coun- 
cil, within the Electorate 
which I have the honour to 
represent, is prepared to put 
into effect a policy on the 
provision of safety crossings 
on highways and main ar- 
terial roads, at sites adjacent 
to schools and _ shopping 
centres, a policy that I have 
been advocating for the past 
seven years.”

StencHs such as “Watch 
Your Step and Live” on the 
footpaths do not meet with 
the approval of Altona Shire 
Councillors, 


The Council will not co-op- 
erate with the National Safety 
Council of Australia in this 
section of their pedestrian 
campaign to reduce pedestrian 
casualties. The request was 
also refused last year, 

As this is considered the 
most dangerous time of the 
year for pedestrians the 
NSCA will be conducting & 
campaign from July 15 to 
25 when publicity will be 
given through radio and press 
and footpath stencils of foot- 
steps would be made. 

Cr. W. G. Cresser said 
councillors agreed most of the 
planned publicity of the 
NSCA is very good, but did 
not agree with stencils of 
footsteps on footpaths. He 
thought children would tend 
to look down to watch the 
steps, jump from one to the 
other, and by not looking 
where they were going to 
move out into traffic. He 
considered the danger to 
children outweighed the warn 
ing to adults,

Altona is not well served by its’ rail- 
way. 

Some time ago after exhaustive inquiry 
it was recommended that the line be exten- 
ded to Maidstone Street. ‘Nothing more has 
‘been announced and the line remains as it 
was. ~ 

7, In the evidence before the committee 
several adverse features of Altona‘s service 
¥ were put forth strongly. The line is not yet 
extended and these conditions stilt apply. 
. ~ They were the deplorable lack of shelter 
for those forced to wait on Newport. Station, 
the dilapidated shuttle service carriages and 
the too limited train service. . 
It was understood that a favourable as- 
- pect of the committee’s report was to be the 
improyement of the Altona service in line 
with the population increase even at the 
expense of Williamstown. ~ 

The railway authorities seem loath to 
carry out that principal even in spirit. 

Last week on several days emergencies 
caused delays and restrictions on the Wil- 
tiamstown-Altona line. It -does not appear 
that these restrictions are equitably applied. 
We state plainly that proper consideration 
was not given to Altona line passengers. 

At the best it will be ‘a considerable 
time before thé recommendations of the 
Public Works Committee to extend the line 
is implemented. Certainly it will be too long 
a time for Altona residents to put up with 
such conditions as now apply. 

It is not too much to ask that the Al- 
tona Council take all steps to. see that the 
existing services at least be maintained at 
its limited standard of efficiency and that 
strong. representation be made in the case 
of any default. aa

This is directed to many 
persons interested in the 
value of rural land used for 
primary production. What is 
the value of a farm to a 
farmer? Is it the price paid 
to another farmer, say five 
miles away? Was it sold at 
any inflated price because of 
the shortage of land in the. 
locality? At first sight this 
may apear an_easy way of 
valuing the land for rating 
purposes. 

But the value of a farm in 
the hands of a farmer surely 
is associated with the value 
of the produce which the 
land will produce. This fact 
appears to have been conveni- 
ently by-passed by the Gov- 
ernment. - 

A case was recently cited in 
Parliament along these lines. 
A company selling blocks of 
Jand at about £1500 went into 
liquidation. The receiver put 
the land up for sale to satisfy 
the creditors of the company.

Every person who owns land has a liability. to 
some public authority, either in the way of tax or 
rates. If the land is worth, more than £1750, you 
are liable to land tax: It seems strange that if you 
build a house, you are liable to pay, in many in- 


one-third of what they had 
ofiginally old for. This is 
where prices get you ‘into 
trouble. 

The .view taken generally 
by valuers is that they are 
under the. direct and_ strict 
control of the Valuer-General 
and that they dare not de- 
part from what he tells them. 
They feel they must follow his 
instructions, although they 
honestly know that in many 
cases, price is not the real 
valué of the land. 

The true value of rural Jand 
surely is its productive value 
under reasonable manage- 
ment over a period of years. 
Is-not the profit which he 
can make a real considera- 
tion in arriving at what rates 
you should pay? 

It is said by many valuers 
that the material supplied to 
them states the selling price 
is the value of the land. This 
is not true, and as a conse- 
quence of the dogmatic at- 
titude of the Valuer-General, 
jand owners are extremely dis 
satisfied with valuations of 
land. a 

Surely the return which a 
farmer receives from his land 
is very relevant to the value 
of the land from which those 
returns are obtained? A 
valuer should not permit his. 
judgment to be over-ridden 
by the statements of the 
Valuer-General. 

In a well known case, this 
is what the judge had to say 
concerning values: 

“A yaluation submitted 
to the Court should reflect 
the independent opinion of 
the officer who made it, 
and it would be very unfor- 
tunate if any abitrary rule 
outside the law required 
valuing Officers to act con- 
trary to their own judg- 
ment, or deprive the Court 
of the assistance of their 
individual experience and 
common sence.” 


A person taxed for the 
benefit of the community is 
entitled to be taxed only in 
accordance with what is fair 
and just. The Government's 
attitude on valuations con- 
travenes these principals.
